These Famous Life Saving Animala 
Are Said to Be Mongrele. 
Among American! tourists lu Sw itzer­ 
land there la much rivalry for securing 
“real'' S t Bernards to take home with 
them. 
They evidently do not know 
that the KL Bernard* are mongrels. 
The original St. 
Bernards saw the 
light toward the end of the fourteenth 
century. 
The mother was a Wallis 
shepherd dog, tho sire a mongrel o f a 
Great Dane aud a Spanish mountain 
mastiff. 
In the winter of 1812 nearly all the 
dogs lost their lives in the snow. 
In 
1810 the last St. Bernard dog died 
But a monk of kl ar ting ny bud a mon 
grel 8 t Bernard, aud this was creased 
with Wallis sheep dogs. 
The breed­ 
ing being doue in scientific manner, 
the 
present 
ruee 
of St. 
Bernards, 
though mongrel, like the first, is better 
and stronger than the old ones. It Is 
said. 
The railways have made use of St. 
Bernards almost unnecessary now, yet 
they co 
ue on the old stand in win­ 
ter when the snow lies high 
Only the 
mule dogs are used for rescuing men 
In distress. They are followed by men 
on snowshoes, who carry provisions. 
Each of the older dogs has one or more 
young comps aion*, which he teaches 
the business.— Boston Post.
